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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's Amendment filed on 5/09/2005 has been entered. Claims 1-25 have 
been amended. No claims have been cancelled. No claims have been added. Claims 1- 
44 are still pending in this application, wherein claims 1, 12, 18, 19, 25, 26, 33 and 39 
being independent. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. In accordance with Applicant's remarks 
(pages 1 3-1 4) and amended claims 1 -25, there are ' three specific or distinguished 
users" involving in one course of communication: a called-but-busy party, an Internet 
user, and a remote telephone user (e.g., calling party). However, this feature is not 
supported or disclosed in the Applicant's specification. Truthfully, only ' two specific or 
distinguished users" involving in one course of communication that found based on 
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Applicant's specification (line 23 of page 2 through line 17 of page 3), and drawings 
(figures 2 and 4): a remote telephone user (e.g., calling party) and an Internet user 
(e.g., called-but-busy party). Furthermore, in claim 1 for example, the preamble of the 
claim introduces an apparatus for notifying a called-but-busy party of an incoming call, 
but in lines 8-9 of the claim the notification of the incoming call has nothing to do with 
the called-but-busy party, unless the called-but-busy party is a party who being busy on 
an Internet session. If this is the case, the called-but-busy party and the Internet user 
must be only " one " entity. 



Allowable Subject Matter
